Treasury Warrant #67 in the amount of $112,330.87 was signed by the Selectmen. 


8:00 p.m. A meeting was held with the residents of the Oak Hill Road area per- 
taining to drainage problems. The Board clearly stated that it felt 
that the town had no liability in solving the problem. Those attending 
the meeting were: Arthur K. Holmes, William C. Cottle, Mr. & Mrs. 
LaRose, Mr. & Mrs. William Colman, Mrs. Francis D. Chalmers, Mr. & Mrs. 
Donald Campbell, Mrs. Zanella, David Crane, Leo Bartolini, Jr., Charles 
Bowley, Leon A. Packard and Thomas Meleones. The solution to the drain- 
age problems should come from the homeowners and this meeting was the 
Selectmen's offer to provide a forum for discussion. The residents 
have the alternative of asking the town meeting for the estimated 
$70,000 needed to put in a drainage pipe to carry the water over the 
area to drain down the hill to Ashland, or each owner might contribute 
some money, hire an engineer and deal with the problem in a private 
context. 


9:00 p.m. Joint meeting of the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals to 
discuss variance procedures. Present for the Planning Board was Chairman 
Thomas Wolfe, and present for the Zoning Board of Appeals was Chairman 
Edward Hasbrouck. This meeting was called in response to a letter from 
Bruce Crawford of Strawberry Hill suggesting some protection should be 
extended to later abutters if a variance granted years earlier had not 
been exercised.

Letter is to go to Mr. Hallisey stating this matter is 
being investigated and that Selectman McAuliffe is planning to discuss this 
matter later in the week with Mr. Hallisey. 


9:33 p.m. Meeting with Attorney Richard D. Karb representing Stephan W. Doran, 
owner of 178 Southville Road. Thompson-Liston Associates, Inc., 
Surveyors, found that the dwelling house of said premises encroached 
upon Valade Court. Mr. Doran and his attorney suggested the earliest 
way out of the dilemma would be for the town to vote to abandon enough 
of the street so that it would go around the house.

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LIQUOR VIOLATION HEARING - March 12, 1974 SOUTHBORO DRUG, Main Street 


Present: Selectmen Robert C. Dumont, Louis J. Bartolini, Thomas W. McAuliffe, 
Town Counsel William F. Brewin, Administrative Assistant John A. Lund- 
blad, Attormey Frederick A. Busconi, C. Charles Margaritis, Officer 
Henry Pietrasiak and Officer William Gray. 


§:30 p.m. Chairman Robert C. Dumont: We are holding a hearing beginning at 8:30 p.m. 
regarding a complaint of the sale of alcoholic beverages to youths under age 18. 

The notice was given by this office to Mr. C. Charles Margaritis, Southboro Drug, 
Southborough, dated March 6 in connection with this. Mr. Margaritis is here and 

also the Police Officers involved in the matter and the present of an attorney 

might indicate he is also involved in this matter re: representing one of the in- 
dividuals here. JI will, therefore, call for a report from the Police Department 
regarding this alleged violation. Please state your name and rank. 


Police Officer, Town of Southborough, Henry Pietrasiak: "On the second day of 
March, which was a Saturday afternoon, at 12 o'clock I was called to go downtown 
by the Sergeant on the desk specifying the fact that there was probably a transfer 
of narcotics. I picked up Officer Gray and proceeded down to the center of Town 
and I observed Officer Connors, a Police Officer of the Town of Southborough, in 
civilian clothes at the doorway of the Southborough Spa. At this point he was 
questioning three young fellows and I observed one of the young fellows pull out, 
which I have evidence here, a pint of alcohol. At this point I emerged from the 
cruiser, Officer Gray emerged from the cruiser and we took the three individuals, 
young boys, over to the cruiser which was parked about 30 feet from the driveway-- 
from the doorway. We questioned the three juveniles, they were juveniles. In 
inquiring, we got their names and a couple of them were out-of-state and they are 
residents of St. Mark's and they are going to St. Mark's school. I have their 
names here. Upon questioning them, myself and Officer Connors, we found that 
they had purchased - one individual had purchased 3 pints of alcoholic beverages 
over at the Southboro Drug. We questioned as to who it was and he said it was 
sold to him by the attendant there Paul Taylor. I asked him if he, Paul Taylor, 
asked for any credentials. He said no, he just gave them. That was the extent 
of that conversation. I proceeded to take more information while Officer Connors 
went over to the drugstore with the preliminaries of identification and we - I 
took the three boys down to St. Mark's School before the Supervisor Mr. Hall. 

The conversation went into the legal. aspect of prosecuting these youngsters for 
being juveniles. Mr. Hall said that automatically they were going to be placed 
on suspension. I told him it was up to the Shift Sergeant as to the prosecution 
on my part or would that be enough where they would be suspended from school. 

That was the extent of my report. I have the three bottles here. 


eelectman Bartolini: What were their ages? 

Officer Pietrasiak: 14, 15 and 16. 

Chairman Dumont: Mr. Busconi, are you representing Mr. Margaritis? 

Frederick A. Busconi: Yes, Mr. Chairman. For the record I will state that my 
name if Frederick Busconi. I am an attorney out of 11 Beacon street, Boston, Mass- 


achusetts and I represent Charles Margaritis, the owner of Southboro Drug. I have 
no questions of the officer. 
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Chairman Dumont: Is there any member of the Board who have any questions 
to ask the officer. Is there anything further you haven't submitted in 
this particular matter? 


Officer Pietrasiak: Yes. I pursued my investigation by leaving the school 
and talking with the Superintendent and went over to see the owner of the 
Southboro Drug Store which is Charlie Margaritis and I asked him if he was 
aware of the incident and I met with Mr. Margaritis in his store, place of 
business, and I asked him if he was aware of what was happening and what did 
happen in the last hour or so. He said he only learned of it at a later time 
when Officer Connors came in there and told him what had happened. I further 
asked Mr. Margaritis was he working here continuously on Saturday. He said 
he worked about every second Saturday, but he was sure the store was in good 
hands. He wasn't aware of what happened. It would never have happened if 
the store wasn't busy which at that time Officer Connors was in the store at 
the time when this incident happened. He, Officer Connors, said the place 
was busy and that's about all. 


Chairman Dumont: Did you ascertain that Paul Taylor was actually an employee 
of Southboro Drug? 


Officer Pietrasiak: Yes. 


Mr. Busconi: Mr. Chairman and members of the Selectmen, perhaps at this time 

it would be best if Charlie Margaritis told exactly what happened that day and 

what he recalls and what questions he asked of Paul Taylor and any conversation aes 
he had with Paul Taylor since that event. 


C. Charles Margaritis: JI really don't recall the boys coming in. I was busy 
filling a prescription. I noticed that Paul was over by the cash register 
Waiting on customers. Officer Connors was there. In fact, I was getting 
something for him and I proceeded over there and waited on Officer Connors. 

The boy questioned here walked out just before me going over there to wait on 
Connors. Nothing was said about it. I didn't know that Paul even sold this 

boy any liquor then. I didn't see him reach up on the shelf or anything to 

get these bottles. The first knowledge that I had of it was when Officer Connors 
came back in and questioned Paul, not me. He wanted to know if Paul had sold 
this fella some liquor and Paul said, yes, and Officer Connors went out and that 
was it. I didn't even have time to find out what it was all about. So I asked 
Paul, I said, "What was all that about?" He said, "That boy just bought two 
half pints and a pint of liquor." So I said, "All right, was he old enough?" 

He said, "Yah." So I left it at that. The next thing I knew, I don't know 
what happened after that, I think I saw Hank after that. He questioned me 

more about it. I didn't see the actual transaction take place or anything like 
that. I was at the other end of the store, more or less. I further asked Paul, 


I said "......these kids were 15 and 14, I think Hank said." He said, "The kid 
that bought the stuff showed me an I.D." I said, "What was it?" He said, “Well, 
I can't remember, but he said I know the age on it was all right." 5o, I just 


let it go at that. Paul is 21 years old. He has been working for me through 2 
years of high school and four years of college and I think he is a pretty sensible 
young man and I could trust him. I am sure he knew what he was doing. a 


Mr. Busconi: Charlie, are you sure you asked Paul Taylor as to whether or not 
he was shown an I.D.? 
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Mr. Margaritis: JI asked Paul if they were old enough and he said, "Yes" and 
then when Officer Pietrasiak told me how young they were I said Paul, "Did you 
ask for an I.D.?" and he said "Yes." It wasn't the same day. I think it was 
sunday morning when we found out more about it. I have asked him numerous times 
Since then. He told me that he was shown an I.D. 


Mr. Busconi: Do you know whether or not there was one boy in your store that 
morning or were there three boys in your store? 


Mr. Margaritis: No. When I went over to wait on Officer Connors, I am pretty 
sure there was only one boy there. 


Mr. Busconi: Just one of the three boys went into the store? 


Mr. Margaritis: Yes. 


Mr. Busconi: Paul Taylor has worked for you for eight years? 

Mr. Margaritis: Close to nine. Hight years, right. 

Mr. Busconi: And he is a graduate of Algonquin High School? 

Mr. Margaritis: He is graduating this year from Framingham State. 
Mr. Busconi: That's what Mr. Margaritis knows of the incident. 


Chairman Dumont: Is there any other information in connection with this incident 
which should come before the Board at this time? 


Officer Pietrasiak: I might add that the juveniles were repremanded and they have 
been from that day on until this day, there was no possibility of getting beer un- 
less they came in with their parents, they are from out-of-state, but they were 
repremanded on that same day. 


John Lundblad: Mr. Chairman, according to St. Mark's, they are suspended until 
the 14th of April. 


pelectman Bartolini: May I ask Charlie through Fred Busconi as Counsel, does 
your client want these boys present to testify. 


Attormey Busconi: Very frankly, Mr. Selectman, I don't think it is necessary. 
If I were representing them I have my doubts as to whether or not anyone as legal 
counsel would want them here. 


Selectman Bartolini: I will ask my Board, do you want Paul Taylor in to testify 
before we take this under advisement. 


Chairman Dumont: I'll give you my response to that question which would be that 
if the crux of the situation is that there was identification that was offered and 
it was in fact theoretically acceptable, then the question of where the burden, it 
seems to me, that the violation falls, it might be pertinent to have Mr. Taylor at 
least make some comments and answer questions. 


Attormey Busconi: If the Board feels it necessary it would be no problem at all 
to have Paul available to your inquiry if we set up another hearing. Perhaps we 
could do that now. I could have Paul readily available. 
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Chairman Dumont: We would like to prevent a continued Hearing....... 


selectman Bartolini: The only question I have -- I heard the Police Officer. 
I heard the owner of Southboro Drug. I haven't heard from the employee for 

me to make a conclusion. I need the employee's statement. Other than that, 

I have nothing else to request unless Fred, you have or Charlie have something 
to request of this and we can wrap it up the next time. 


Attorney Busconi: No, if the Board wishes, in your sound judgment, to have 
Paul Taylor here, you can make inquiry....... 


(Mr. Paul Taylor is being called by Mr. Busconi to appear before the Board 
this A The Board went into recess waiting Mr. Taylor's arrival, at 
9:00 p.m. 


9:08 p.m. Mr. Paul Taylor arrived. 

Chairman Dumont: We recessed this hearing briefly. The Board felt that it 
was appropriate for Mr. Taylor to be present. If I may, Mr. Busconi, direct 
this question getting into the essence of the reason we asked him to come to 


this hearing, or would you like to ask him to make a statement. 


Attorney Busconi: Perhaps, I think it would be easier and put Mr. Taylor at 
ease if I inquire of him, Mr. Chairman. 


Paul, I want you to state for the Board of Selectmen exactly what happened 
on March 2, 1974 at or about 12:15 while you were in the store at Southboro 
Drug. Will you tell these people exactly what happened. 

Paul Taylor: All right. I was working. A kid came in. He was looking at 
the liquor selection that we had and he asked if he could have a bottle of 
gin to begin with. I asked him if he had an I.D. He showed me one. It had 
a@ picture on it. It had a birthdate. It said he was 18 years old. As far 
as I was concerned, that was enough for me. It could have been as phony as 
anything but he did produce identification and then I gave him the liquor. 
He purchased it and then he left. 

Attorney Busconi: Was there only one young man there? 

Paul Taylor: Only one person came into the store. 

Attomey Busconi: Had you ever seen him in the store before? 

Paul Taylor: Never. 

Attorney Busconi: Is that exactly what happened to the best of your recollection? 
Paul Taylor: That was it. 


Selectman Bartolini: You say this man was never in there before, Paul? 


Paul Taylor: I never recognized him. I have never seen him before. He might 
have come in at any time but I have never seen hin. 


Selectman Bartolini: How busy were you on Saturday afternoon, Paul? 
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Paul Taylor: When he came in? 


selectman Bartolini: Yes. 


Paul Taylor: Not busy. 


Selectman Bartolini: Did you take a good look at his I.D.? 


Paul Taylor: I looked at the date and I looked at the picture. The picture 
coincided. 


Selectman Bartolini: Did he look old enough to be 18 or a youngish looking 
kid that you would readily question? Did he look older than 18? 


Paul Taylor: No. 


Selectman Bartolini: You say he was never in the store before ...... 
(Couldn't hear the answer) 


Selectman McAuliffe: You don’t recall what type of indentification it was 
but it did have his picture and it did have his age on it? 


Paul Taylor: I just had his picture and his age. 


Chairman Dumont: I think that does it, very quick and to the point but it was 
necessary for you to be here. We appreciate your coming down on such short notice. 
Any other information in connection with this hearing that should be brought before 
the Board? 


Attorney Busconi: I would like to say one or two words as all lawyers are bound 
to do but I think everyone knows the reputation of Charlie Margaritis in the 

Town of Southborough, how honest, efficient and good an operation he runs. o»surely, 
neither Charlie nor Paul would have done anything that would have countered any 
aspect of the law. Had they realized, they would have never ever would have sold 
liquor to any youngster especially in town where we have a school like St. Mark's. 
Obviously, 5t. Mark's is a good customer of Charlie's in a lot more ways than the 
selling of alcohol. 


Town Counsel William F. Brewin: I would like to suggest, Mr. Chairman, I refer 

to the statutes- could be in view of the basis and the statements having been made, 
that while the young man could be found guilty for possession, where there is the 
issue whether there was a false representation of sale and delivery, and under the 
circumstances a conflict in that testimony might be ruled as to not to ask the 
young man down here to testify because that is a more serious offense. 


Chairman Dumont: If there are no other comments, I do have one more question in 
terms of your particular license, Mr. Margaritis. You have a special kind of 
license in the sense. What is the amount of alcoholic beverages that you, in fact, 
sell, in the period of, let's say a year? 


Charles Margaritis: I really can't say. It is just not for medicinal purposes 
only. A lot of people think so. I couldn't tell until I check my records. It 
could be easily done. 
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Chairman Dumont: Is it a large amount of business, do you sell a fair amount 
of alcoholic beverages? 


Mr. Margaritis: I don't think so. 

pelectman Bartolini: When you say, it isn't a large part of your business, 
it is kind of vague. Bigness is all determined by individuals. How much 
volume do you do down there? 

Mr. Margaritis: I could tell because I just did the year-end inventory. I 
do it every year right after Christmas. I think I didn't have a thousand 
dollars worth of liquor for 1973 - at the end of 1973. 


pelectman Bartolini: Left over, or, for the whole year? 


Mr. Margaritis: Well, no. t that particular date when the iventory was 
taken. It doesn't vary much from year to year. I can show you the inventories. 


Chairman Dumont: Any other comments? Hearing none, I will declare this Hearing 
closed. The Board will take the matter under advisement and will notify the 
parties in due course.

(Town Counsel William F. Brewin arrived at 9:30 p.m.), Ad- 
ministrative Assistant John A. Lundblad and members of the 
press. Mrs. Audrey Reid, representing the League of Women 
Voters was also present. 


Treasury Warrant #82 was signed by the Board of Selectmen in the amount of $76,118.68. 
A motion was made, seconded and unanimously 
VOTED: that the members of the Historical Commission be designated as an ad hoc 


Committee to Study the Feasibility of the Historic District for the Town 
of Southborough, the members being: 


Hamilton Armstrong, 15 Flagg Road P, Brent Trottier, 50 Deerfoot Rd.

Letters are to go to these members informing them of their appointment to this 

ad hoc committee and that the Selectmen would like to meet with them on Tuesday, 
April 16, 1974 at 9:00 p.m. to discuss the specific responsibility of this committee 
and its relationship to the Board of Selectmen. A copy of this letter is to go to 
Town Clerk Paul J. Berry. 


Letter is to go to Mr. Wesley ~. Wallace, Right of Way Agent for the New England 
Telephone Company thanking him for informing the Board, in his letter of March 28 
about the replacement of seven poles on Main Street and Northboro Road. 


8:30 p.m. Board met with the Conservation Commission and discussed several issues: 


1. Protection of conservation land. Chairman Bruce Ey requested that the 
Board of Selectmen pass a resolution designating the three parcels of land 
purchased or otherwise acquired by the Conservation Commission which should 
be reserved only for conservation usage. 


VOTED: in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 8c of the 
General Laws, to approve of the acquisition of the following parcels 
of land by the Town of Southborough for conservation purposes: 

(1) Deed of Charles E. and Alice B. Gaffney, (2) Deed of James W. 
Clark, Trustee, and (3) Deed of Norman W. Farley. 


2. Hngineering Account. The Conservation Commission and the Board of Selectmen 
discussed the possible complications of the Cosmo-Linsey ponding basin problem 
and the possibility that they may go to the Conservation Commission for review. 
The Conservation Commission acknowledged that it does have a $500 account for 
engineering and that the Advisory Committee was, in fact, critical of that 
account sitting separate from the overall town engineering account. Acting 
Chairman Bartolini requested that the Conservation Commission should consider 
the following that (1) the Conservation Commission take their $500 and put 
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it into the engineering account, (2) that any needs above and beyond that 
$500 amount for this year or any other year, that the Conservation Com- 
mission could come before the Board of Selectmen and request monies from 
their account or from any of the other accounts within that budget item. 
Dan DeCourcy and Bruce Ky both agreed that they should bring this pro- 
posal back to the full Conservation Commission and discuss it at length 
and return to the Selectmen at a later date. 


3. Flood Plain By-Laws. This issue was discussed and recommendation 
prepared by John Lundblad,, Administrative Assistant, and passed on to 

Mr. Ky, Mr. DeCourcy and inga Tufts. They all agreed that the Flood 

Plain By-Laws should be dealt with as soon as possible. They recommended 
instead of a seven-member committee that we should go with a three-member 
committee - one from Conservation - one from Planning Board and John Lund- 
blad. This issue is also to be resolved and brought back for further study. 


4, Icing condition and spring run-off on Route 9 and possible diversion 
from Satterfield's property in back of the Health Club. Chairman Ey re- 
ported that he and another member of the Conservation Commission along with 
Mr. Satterfield inspected the property and found that there was a small 
quarry on top of that hill which is filled with water and which does allow 
seepage down the bank but in no obvious water channel. Therefore, no stream 
exists. In Mr. Ey's opinion there is no violation of the Hatch Act since 
there is no stream, since there is no waterway and since there is no regular 
running tributary. In Mr. Ey's opinion and that of the Commission, there 

is no violation of a Hatch Act whatsoever and that any resolution of this 
problem will have to be dealt with on another plain. 


An additional item brought up by Mr. Ey was the disposition and develop- 
ment of the conservation area on Walnut Drive. Mr. Ey and the Commission 
feel that they would like to put in trails, to put in trail markers and to 
develop the area for passive recreation. The Board of Selectmen and Town 
Counsel Brewin agreed that the Commission had the right to set up reason- 
able rules for the use of land for conservation purposes and they have, also 
the right to develop the land for reasonable conservation purposes assuming 
that they had the proper monies in their budget. Mr. Ey responded that they 
do have those funds in their budget. 


9:00 p.m. Chairman Dumont took over the Chairmanship of the meeting. The Board 


to 


met with the Advisory Committee to discuss Warrant Articles, Police 


10:15 p.m. budget and the proposed Insurance Committee. First, the Board of Sel- 


ectmen announced the five members voted to the ad hoc Insurance Committee: 
(1) Ralph S. Trethewey, 15 Leonard Drive (2) James F. Richardson, 6 Mac- 
Neill Drive (3) Robert H. Perkins, Jr., 75 Flagg Road (4) William J. 
Campbell, Jr., 3 Strawberry Hill Road and (5) John Rego, 22 Deerfoot Rd. 
Mrs. Louise Barber is to contact these people notifying them of their 
appointment to this ad hoc Insurance Committee to study the feasibility 
of redoing the insurance purchasing system. These men will meet with 
the Board of Selectmen and the Advisory Committee in joint session to 
discuss their responsibilities and their mandate in this regard. 
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The second issue brought before the Selectmen was the Articles which included 
questions on Article 4, 5, 6 - all dealing with the dollar amounts to be put 

into those Articles. With regard to Article 11, the Worcester County Retirement 
System, Mr. Claypool was given a copy of a new Article 11 revising the dollar 

amount from $27,640.57 to $55,281.14 - an exact doubling of the requested amount. 
The Advisory Committee went on to discuss Articles 12 and 13, the Repair and Replace- 
ment account and the Consulting Engineering Account requesting in both cases whether 
or not the amounts requested would be maximum ceilings or they would be new funds. 
The Selectmen reading from a report prepared by Town Accountant, Fred L. Baker, 
itemized the use of those funds to date and informed Mr. Claypool of the Advisory 
Committee that these, in fact, would represent maximum sums for the future and that 
whatever remainder is in those accounts as of town meeting time, the Selectmen would 
recommend that that amount be subtracted from the Warrant Article total request. 


Next Mr. Claypool requested information on Article 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20 - all 
of which deals with Chapters 81 or 90 of the General Laws which in turn deal with 
State and County share of highway construction. He requested dollar figures which 
are not yet available to the Town of Southborough. | 


Article 21 was also mentioned by Mr. Claypool requesting further information on why 
the town was giving up its bridge rights to the Mass. DPW and whether or not we had 
rights to give up. Mr. Lundblad informed Mr. Claypool that (1) last year the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts allowed the bankrupt railroads both Boston & Maine and 
Penn Central to give up all bridge rights to localities or to the State and the 
Town of Southborough received fee simple deeds for the four bridges. However, 
those deeds had never been accepted by the Board of Selectmen and to this date 

are sitting in a limbo status in the Assessors’ office. Article 21, Mr. Claypool 
was told, would, in effect, release all of our claims, titles, and rights to the 
DPW so that the control of all railroad bridges in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
will fall under the purview of the DPW, so that repair, replacement and other main- 
tenance can be done by one office in the State. 


Mr. Claypool informed the Selectmen that Article 41, that is the article which 

calls for the appropriation of $15,465 for the Marlboro-Westboro Mental Health 
Center is in error. Mr. Claypool informed the Board that that figure should be 
$13,304 and that the remaining $2161 should be picked up in the school department 
budget. Chairman Dumont noted that when meeting with this Board, the Director of 
the Marlboro-Westboro Mental Health gave this Board the figure of $15,465 for this 
Article. It was agreed between the two Boards that there would be no need to revise 
this on the official Town Warrant since it was a lesser sum and could be amended 
down at the Town Meeting. 


Next Article 49 was brought up by Mr. Claypool requesting the feeling of the Board 
of Selectmen with regard to the full-time Dog Officer position as proposed by the 
Dog Officer. Chairman Dumont made the position of the Board of Selectmen perfectly 
clear with three members voting against both the sponsorship of that Article and 
voting against the creation of a full-time Dog Officer. 


Next, Mr. Claypool brought up the issue of the Transfer Station requesting a copy 

of the feasibility study and cost estimate as soon as possible. Chairman Dumont 
explained that would not be forthcoming in time for the Advisory Committee to review 
it and to put a written recommendation into their Annual Report. He further noted 
that the fact that the transfer station is proposed after all of the landfill articles 
Should not in any way be taken as a negative or a positive tactic by the Board of 
Selectmen. Quite the contrary, Chairman Dumont noted that all of these articles will 
be dealt with Simultaneously on the floor so that the entire issue can be discussed 
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at once. He further noted that it may be necessary to call a Special Town 
Meeting within a town meeting to deal with the problem of the final cost 

figures and site location for the transfer station. Mr. Claypool then re- 
quested further information and the position of the Board of Selectmen on Article 
62, the acquisition of the privately-owned street known as Ted Lane - that is 

to say, the final cul-de-sac of that street. Chairman Dumont just noted to 
Chairman Claypool that this was merely a finishing up of unfinished business 

from the last town meeting and that one small piece of the cul-de-sac which 

was not finished and was not accepted at the town meeting and should at this 

time be accepted. 


Article 63 deals with the creation of an Industrial Park District in a Res- 
idential A District now which lies westerly of Interstate 495; on the north 

and northwest by a boundary of the Town of Southborough and the City of Marl- 
borough; on the southwest and south by the Metropolitan District Commission 
Aqueduct known as Stoney Brook. This is proposed by Sereno W. Johnson and more 
than 10 others. The Board of Selectmen have no position on this Article at this 
time. 


Article 64 was then considered. Mr. Claypool requested the feeling of the 

Board of Selectmen. Selectman Bartolini noted that this merely squares off 
the Business District in front of A. J. Lane's office. Town Counsel Brewin 
noted that some sort of compromise is being worked out with A. J. Lane and 

the Planning Board to insure a buffer along that area. 


At this time John Lundblad brought up the point of Article 46, the Consumer 
Commission which does not have an appropriation request in it. The Advisory 
Committee was under the impression that the Selectmen would be picking up 
this cost. The Selectmen were not under that impression. Chairman Dumont 
noted that the small sum of money, perhaps $100 or $200 as noted by Mr. 
Claypool could be handled through one of the appropriate trusts. 


At this time, the Police budget was re-introduced. Chairman Dumont explained 
the problems that were encountered with the revised Police budget which was 
offered in compromise on Saturday, March 30, 1974.

In regard to the first issue, Mr. Holmes requested support and assistance 
from the town Highway Department in the form of two trucks and two drivers 
to remove trash, litter and refuse from the Sudbury River. The cleanup 
program is supported by the Selectmen and notified Mr. Holmes that the 
Highway Department will furnish said trucks and men. The second issue, 
that is the Oak Hill Road water problem, Mr. & Mrs. Edward LaRose of 69

The Board of Selectmen discussed the Annual Town Meeting. For the 
first fifteen minutes of the meeting, the Selectmen divided up the 
Articles between themselves, specifically who would read the Motions 
for the Articles sponsored by the Selectmen or by the department under 
the control of the Selectmen. After this discussion, Town Clerk Paul 
Berry entered the meeting and discussed the timing of the SPECIAL TOWN 
MEBTING.

— 8:30 p.m. Hearing began on acceptance of Coslin Drive, Coslin Way, and Crystal Pond 
—~— Road with Acting Chairman Louis J. Bartolini reading the lay-out plans.

Robert Hoss: Could we find out what Coslin Drive consists of, first of all? 


Selectman Bartolini: The proper maps show Lot 1 is Crystal Pond Road, Lot 2 is 
Coslin Drive and Lot 3 is Coslin Way. 


Robert Hoss: May I ask - does this entail the acceptance of the drainage in Coslin 
Drive and Crystal Pond Road? 


yam Selectman Bartolini: That I'll have to turn over to the Planning Board to see what has 
been suggested here. 


— Donald Dillman: As Mr. Bartolini read it, it does not include the ponding basins. Is 
that what you are asking? 


Robert Hoss: No, the drainage systems for Coslin Drive coming up here, the large 
culvert going out and going into the... 


Donald Dillman: It does include that. 


Robert Hoss: And on Crystal Pond Road, does it include the textinee and eaten basins 
leading into the ponding basins? 


Donald Dillman: Yes, it does. 


Robert Hoss: When I was a member of the Planning Board; it seems to me that there 
was a large culvert. I think it was about a 5' or 6" culvert that came off of 
Coslin Drive somewhere, probably in this area and came out to a curve by the corner’ 
of the Data General building and then into a brook. That time we were asking for a 
manhole here to replace a break in the line and without it, I know the engineers at 
that time felt there would be problems involved with the drainage. Was a manhole 
ever put in? 


Donald Dillman: This last year there was. 


Robert Hoss: On the holding basins, on Crystal Pond Road, are we accepting those too? 
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_ Donald Dillman: No. 
Robert Hoss: If Mr. Caterino decided to block up--could Mr. Caterino block up the 
drain lines going into the holding basins on Crystal Pond Road? I don't know, maybe 
it's a legal question, but... 
Selectman Bartolini: I would say yes, but you'd better check with a lawyer. 
Town Counsel Brewin: The question asked was if Mr. Caterino could physically block 
up the drainage coming off of these roads if accepted by the town without including 
in the acceptance as shown on the acceptance plan. 
Bruce By: I don't know. 
Town Counsel: But included in the acceptance is the easements for drainage purposes 
as shown on the previous plan as submitted. That's part of the acceptance. 
Robert Hoss: So if the drain from Crystal Pond Road goes into the holding basins... 
Bruce ky: They're not holding Basins, they were called something else at the time. 
Robert Hoss: And it was flooded and there was no way that Cosmo Caterino could 
block up the drainage for Crystal Pond Road because of flooding. 


Town Counsel: He was granted an easement for the purpose of conveying the water from 
Crystal Pond Road into the ponding area. 


Robert Hoss: Now, does the acceptance include--does not include (end of tape)... 


Donald Dillman: He has given an easement around the ponding basins. We have not 
accepted it yet, the town has not accepted that. 


Town Counsel Brewin: And that is not before this town meeting, is it? 
Donald Dillman: No. 


Robert Hoss: Also, when I was on the Planning Board, Crystal Pond Road at the time-- 
about half of it, I believe, the northerly half, belonged to Data General Corp. and 
Cosmo Caterino didn't really have any right to submit a subdivision. This is one 
point. Who is the owner of Crystal Pond Road at the present time? Is it half that 
of the Data General Corp. and half Cosmo Caterino or is it all Cosmo Caterino? 


Town Counsel Brewin: At the present time we have a release in this office of all 
the interest of Data General, is that right? 


John A. Lundblad: That's right, all abutters. 


Robert Hoss: Are there any other abutters on Crystal Pond besides Ingersoll Rand? 
Of course, there is Data General and Cosmo. 


1 
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John Lundblad: There is a small piece of Finn land. 


Selectman Bartolini: Irving Coven Const. Co., Data General, Estate of Lawrence Finn 
and Dr. Hudson Hoagland. Hoagland is Ingersoll-Rand. 


Robert Hoss: Acceptance would include the small pond,maintenance of the street? 
eelectman Bartolini: We own it, just like any other public way. 


John Boland: There is, at the present time, work continuing on the streets. 

Although it may seem minor in nature, there is still work continuing right now. 
Whether or not that work will be completed to our satisfaction by the date of the 
town meeting, remains to be seen. There are several major things, I think: one is a 
question of loam and seed throughout the entire subdivision. The seeding was com- 
pleted and we can't at this point tell whether or not the seeding has germinated. 

The planting was completed to a certain extent. There is more to be done at this 
point. You can't tell if the trees that were planted - some of them are questionable 
as to whether or not they have taken root. I think that one of the major things 

that we probably should discuss in acceptance of the overall subdivision is the effect 
the ponding basins have on this subdivision. In my own opinion, I don't think we 
should put ourselves in a position of accepting the streets and the drainage easements 
into the ponding areas when the control of the ponding areas are in the hands of a 
private party. I think some further distussion should be held regarding the ponding 
basins as to if and when they ever are accepted by the town, whose responsibility at 
that point they become. 


Town Counsel Brewin: Do you have any opinion as to whether we should at any time 
accept the ponding basins as part of the town's obligations and liabilities or should 
they remain like any other part of the drainage system of the town and go through 
some people's lot? 


John Boland: I think at some point this is what we have to discuss where the control 
lies. On the ponding basins, a good deal of engineering has been done by all kinds 

of consultants - on the part of the town - on the part of Mr. Caterino and everybody 
else. It is quite an elaborate setup. I think that control of the water level in 
the ponding areas could at certain times of the year in certain years be critical. We 
have to find who is going to have this control. It is something we have to know. 


Selectman Bartolini: Mr. Dillman, will you relate what's happening with your Board 
in regard to this ponding area. 


Donald Dillman: Our Board has been in constant view of the progress of the work. We 
have also had our consulting engineers (Universal Engineering ) out on several 
occasions and most recently just last week. The Planning Board also viewed it last 
Sunday - the progress of the work. I would say right now, as a Planning Board, we 
are not ready to make a recommendation one way or the other because information and 
materials just have been delivered to us. We just had a set of plans dropped over 
our door today. 


selectman Bartolini: Just on the ponding basin? 
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Donald Dillman: No, on the streets. I would have to say that we are not in a position 
right now to make a recommendation one way or the other. There was still a good deal 
of work unfinished Sunday. How much will be done before town meeting I can't say. 


8:45 p.m. Mr. Cosmo Caterino entered the meeting at this point. 


Selectman Bartolini: Mr. Caterino, we started the meeting without you not knowing 

if you were going to attend or not. Questions have been raised - we have gone from 
the streets to the ponding basins - now we are going back to the streets. Will your 
company be ready at the town meeting to fulfill everything as laid out by the Planning 
Board? 


Gosmo Caterino: We have withdrawn - Someone has asked us to reconsider the ponding 
area even though they are bonded. We were asked to place a bond of $80,000 on the 
uncompleted work. At the time we went to the Planning Board which was excessive, 
which we did, placed an $80,000 bond for uncompleted work which is natural for work 
which isn't done at the time which includes mostly the work in the ponding area. 

There were questions which were debatable as to three manholes and several other 
things as to plans and specifications of the roadway. I didn't think they were 
necessary because there is a 5-foot pipe there and I felt that it was easily accessible 
from either end of the pipe but the Planning Board felt that they needed two manholes 
in the middle of the pipe to get to it so we reluctantly built these manholes. This 
was done most recently. As far as the work to be completed on the roadway, there is 
a little grading, seeding and fertilizing to be done. There was patch work which we 
completed today on the road.from some settlement over the winter. The road signs are 
up, the mounds are up, so outside of grading and seeding, which will be completed 
long before the proposed acceptance of the roads on the 13th of May, there will be 
nothing in the roadway to be completed. I was told that Universal Engineering would 
start to make site inspections around the 25th or 26th of April. I was also told, 
and it is very difficult to follow the procedure of the road acceptance, - we built 
this road according to plans and specifications, so I have no idea what the plans 

are what they are talking about. The Planning Board has given us the plans and 
specifications, sluiceways that were changed by Universal after they approved the 
original ones at our expense which we have done. We have complied. They changed 
their minds. They designed the ponding area for one way and then we had to fill the 
pond because it shouldn't contain water. We agreed on that which I think is 
excessive and shouldn't be done. I agreed with your engineer about the ponds and I 
understand the retention of water and then where it is going to go with the pipe to 
be under the ponding area besides what there is...I don't understand that from an 
engineering point of view. However, we built the roads and the ponding areas according 
to plans and specifications. We have the roads 100% complete. (end of tape 2).eseeee 
I've done it according to the plans and specifications. We will have no work 
completed and I've looked everywhere to find out the procedure, you know, as-built 
plans, drawings. It's very difficult to know exactly what we need. The assistant 

to this office has been very helpful to us and guiding us as to certain requirements 
that we need and when we need ee and we've tried to comply with that, but everything 
that we've been asked to do, we've bent over backwards. I have been absolutely 
cooperative with every board in this city. The road is complete. I would ask, I'm 
going to write a letter to the Planning Board prior to the May 3lst meeting, May 13th 
meeting, to ask them to release any bonds they would have on the roadway. The ponding 
area because of mutual consent that we should wait and get that completed rather than 
leave it with a bond for acceptance, we'll agree to wait until next year to ask that 
the ponding areas be accepted, and those areas will be completed sometime this summer. 
But as far as the-roadway is concerned, and I've expressed my feelings with the 
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Highway Department John Boland, I don't want to be in default for any technicalities 
that haven't been spelled out for me. I've built that road according to plans and 
specifications. I argued about certain points that I thought were unfair but in the 
end, I've done exactly what the agencies in this town have asked me to do. I've 
completed before your May 13 meeting and I would expect that the town would accept 
the road. It is according to plans and specifications 100% complete. As far as the 
ponding areas are concerned, because of the wetness of the ground and everything 
else, we have to bring the pond up - we're filling the pond - so that requires to 
bring the fill in. We don't just want to make a mess of everything, so we're 
Waiting for drier weather to fill the pond. We're rebuilding a couple of sluice-ways 
that we had in according to plans and specifications that were changed, that we're 
now doing or will do and other than the sluice-ways, we're cleaning up the natural 
area around the ponding areas. We've done all that, we're waiting for, well, to 
seed that. Everything is done. 


selectman Bartolini: The concern, Cosmo, is not the ponding areas so much as the road. 


Cosmo Caterino: As far as the road is concerned, the road will be 100% finished, as 
of next week. 


Selectman Bartolini: The questions of the seeding and the trees? 
Cosmo Caterino: The seeding and the trees, according to plans and specifications. 
selectman Bartolini: What happens if a tree dies, Cosmo? 


Cosmo Caterino: I have no idea. I mean, we felt that the area, you know the sidewalk 
that goes through the Industrial Park , was absolutely ridiculous. We wanted to seed 
that and put all lawns in there, like we did in the beginning of the area and plant 
the trees where they are, but we were told to put a sidewalk in. As far as what 
happens if a tree dies? -- I think the same thing happens if you sell a home or 
building to someone and someone takes ownership, we have certain warranties from 

the people we bought the trees from. I think they would replace them and we would 
turn over to the town the warranties that we get from the people we bought the trees 
from. We went out to try to meet your specifications. I think if the town would 

say to me, ‘Look, after we accept the road, we would expect a $10,000 bond for what- 
ever time that was reasonable.’ For these things I would be willing to do that. I'm 
not looking to do the work and not do it according to specifications and if something 
isn't done and it's not there, certainly we're responsible for it because the town 
takes over and there are certain trees that have to be replaced, I think it's still 
my responsibility if the trees haven't grown. I'm not looking to escape that 
responsibility. I'm willing to leave as a bond whatever is reasonable. All I want 
is for the town, because of my obligations, to accept the road if it's done 100% 
complete before the meeting according to plans and:specifications. If the town needs 
a bond to insure the growing of the trees or anything else that you feel that takes 
time and is necessary to achieve, I'm willing to place a bond up for that time. 


Town Counsel Brewin: Were these changes within the layout area of the roadway? 
Cosmo Caterino: Yes sir. According to the plans and specifications. 
pelectman Bartolini: John, does that answer any of your questions? 


John Boland: Yes, that answers pretty much all the questions pertaining to the road... 
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a“ Cosmo Caterino: Ponding area, we're not asking for that. 
John Boland: I realize that. 
Cosmo Caterino: But, John, I think it would be very unfair for me to come up with new 
plans and specifications on it. 
Selectman Bartolini: Wait a minute, you missed the first fifteen minutes on it. 
John Boland: I still say, that everybody should sit down and discuss where control 
of the ponding areas lie in the final analysis of the whole situation. . 
Selectman Bartolini: You say control. Let's assume all the work is done according 
to specifications. Right? 
John Boland: Right. Everything is beautiful. 
selectman Bartolini: The town accepts it. Right? 
John Boland: Does it lie with the Highway Department? Does it lie with the Water 
Commissioners? Does it lie with the Conservation Commission? Does it lie with the 
Recreation Commission? 
selectman Bartolini: They'll say we own it, you own it... 

es John Boland: My point, exactly. Nobody's going to take care of it. 

a selectman Bartolini: Do you want to own it? 
John Boland: No. I don't wany anything to do with it. 
pelectman Bartolini: When we accept the ponding basins, there are many agencies 
within the town that could maintain it. Hopefully, we might have a Parks Department 
in the near future. Hopefully, it could be in the domain of the Conservation 
Commission. 
Town Counsel: Is there any time in connection with the ponding basins that we 
contacted the Department of Public Works, Commonwealth of Mass.,involved because they‘ 
have certain rules and regulations and responsibilities as far as dams and works and 
use of channels of water. I'm asking the Planning Board. 
Donald Dillman: Yes, they were. 
Town Counsel: So maybe they have control over it all. Isn't it a big enough pond? 
Donald Dillman: That's right. 
selectman Bartolini: Are there any other questions regarding this street? 

- . There were no questions from the Highway Department and the Planning Board.

Selectman Bartolini: The information you have, has it been built according to 
specifications laid out by the Planning Board? 
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Donald Dillman: I cannot tell you. We just got the last of the plans today and we 


haven't had (interrupted here)... 


Cosmo Caterino: just a minute. I want to make a correction. 


Selectman Bartolini: I assume the drawings you got today were as-built drawings? 
Donald Dillman: That's what they're entitled. 


Selectman Bartolini: What is your Board going to do about them? Turn them over to 
your engineers to look at them. 


Donald Dillman: That's right. 


selectman Bartolini: Check the bounds, to see if the streets are within the layout, etc. 


Donald Dillman: Exactly. 


Selectman Bartolini: John, in your opinion, do you feel these streets were built 
according to plans and specifications and what observations you made from the period 
of time they were under construction? 


John Boland: From the limited observations that I made up there, I would say yes 
and again I stress the limited observations that I made. 


Selectman Bartolini: Right now, in terms of - you must have been down there recently 
and the Planning Board was down there recently - what is the status of the street? 
Is it hot-topped? I haven't been there. Is the final coat put on it? Is the hot- 
top around the catch basins and built up? 


Donald Dillman: Yes. (end of tape) 


selectman Bartolini: We have about two weeks to the town meeting and if it doesn't 
rain every day, do you feel that if the Cosmo Caterino Construction Company makes a 
considered effort to correct the defects that have been seen or work that hasn't been 
completed, could this conceivably be completed at that time? 


John Boland: I would have to say yes. 
selectman Bartolini: Do you feel that between now and the town meeting your Board 
will have ample time to look at these as-built drawings and make a determination as 


to whether or not they are accurate or otherwise? 


Donald Dillman: I can't speak necessarily for our consulting engineers as to whether 
two weeks is enough time for them to do the job. I am one Board member right here now. 


. 
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Selectman Bartolini: The point is that you have to tell them you need it. We are 
going into town meeting on warrant articles and street BEC epee es even if they are 
done to the "IT", are a problem. I'd hate to think that we'd go to a town meeting and 
your engineers at this late date, unless the street is in Westboro, could come up 
with something that was damaging that would affect the time. 


Donald Dillman: I can't speak for them. I don't think I should at this point. 
Cosmo Caterino: We have a plan that we followed. We built according to plans and 
specifications. The as-built plan has nothing to do with the Planning Board. That 
is insignificant. That's a legal document to accept the road. This is the final - 
if there is an amount of variance that there might be as-built according to the 
specifications - the variances, believe me, are very infinitesimal. The variances are 
very slight. There are no variances on the as-built plans. They are very, very 
minor. So, if they had in their possession, a plan that was signed by them, and 
that is acceptable to them, then the as-built plan has very minor changes which an 
engineer that they hire could do in a matter of a couple of days. That is all I'm 
Saying. You can come there, you can check everything out. When we built the road, 
and I would like to point this out to Mr. Boland, there wasn't one time that we did 
anything that at least we didn't call him - whether he was too busy to come and 
inspect or not he was conscious of what we were trying to do. 


John Boland: I would take issue with that comment! 


Cosmo Caterino: Well, all right John, we tried to keep you advised as to all parts 
of the construction of the road. We did have the utilities by the Water Department 
and by John Boland. The utilities were accepted when they were put in according to 
the plans and specifications. Then it remains for the hot top. The hot top went in 
and that was accepted also. Everything was accepted according to plans and specifi- 
cations. The final thing comes to the plans as-built with the engineer which we have 
done and these are the plans which we have been giving you as required. I think we 
gave you all of the plans that you need now in your possession. That's it. But, 
fundamentally, there is minor changes between the as-built plans and the plans and 
specifications. I am proud of that. 


Town Counsel: I want Cosmo to realize that under the Statutes, the Planning Board 

does have a function in recommending to the town meeting whether the statute should 
be accepted or not whether or not it was built under the provisions of subdivision 

control. 


Cosmo Caterino: The Planning Board aren't engineers. They have to rely on Boland 
to inspect and the other engineers. 


selectman Bartolini: They do have a legal function. 
Cosmo Caterino: All right. I accept that. 
John Lundblad: Until the ponds are accepted by the town, does the town have the 


legal power to go in there and make maintenance or emergency treatment or changes 
in the case of water backing up and damaging the streets? 
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Town Counsel: In an emergency situation due to flooding, the town has emergency 
powers to do anything. 

Selectman Bartolini: I think John's question was a normal one. 


John Lundblad: A normal one like we were talking about earlier this evening. 
(Mr. Lundblad was referring to drainage problems on Oak Hill Road. ) 


Donald Dillman: Do they have a right to go in and open and close the gates, for 
example? 


John Boland: That is the idea behind the whole ponding basin is the gates which 
control the water. 


Town Counsel: Any individual's private property, in the event that a situation was 
existing which would cause a potential hazard to the safety of the public ways on 
their property, their own private property, the town is entitled to goin and do 
something to release it in their judgment. 


Cosmo Caterino: I'11 put anything you want in writing regarding an emergency acta 
Robert Hoss: Cosmo mentioned that the Highway Department has inspected every portion 
or every segment of this road that was constructed. I would like a verification 
first from the Highway Superintendent. Is that true? 


John Boland: It is not correct. No. 


Robert Hoss: Did the Highway Superintendent come onto this property and inspect any 
of the construction that was going on during the time of construction of Coslin Drive? 


John Boland: I inspected it on a random basis, a portion of Coslin Drive. 


Robert Hoss: I am not sure you were even Highway Superintendent when Coslin Drive 
was constructed. 


John Boland: The upper end. 


Robert Hoss: Secondly, Cosmo mentioned that Coslin Drive and Crystal Pond Road was 
over-engineered and I would like to ask did Cosmo say that portions of the. road settled 
and he had to patch it up? 


C osmo Caterino: We didn't have any of the road settle. A four by four patch at 
the manhole. That had nothing to do with the settlement. To answer your question... 
(interrupted at this point by Mr. Hoss) 
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Robert Hoss: Cosmo, every time, and I will say this now because I am off the Planning 
Board, Cosmo - every time you came into the Planning Board or the Board of Selectmen 
he felt like he was being persecuted. I worked for four years on this. I felt like 
an oral surgeon on this because I have pulled a lot of teeth on this and I don't 
believe that the Planning Board or the Town of Southborough is completely at fault 

for any delays or anything else in regard to this project. If the town has not 
inspected this construction I think we should go down and make a thorough inspection 
before the streets are accepted. 


Cosmo Caterino: If I may repeat what would happen when he was on the Board (interrupted 
at this point by Selectman Bartolini). | 


Selectman Bartolini: I know Mr. Hoss is a former member, and I know he has spent a 
lot of time. I know he is a citizen and he is interested and he is here, but l 

as a member of the Board of Selectmen as acting chairman of this Board will not 
indulge irrelevant cross conversation at this time...All that is here is a hearing 
on the streets. I don't care if Mr. Hoss worked 24 hours a day on it or if you 
eluded him 74 hours a day...(Mr. Caterino interupted at this point.) 


Cosmo Caterino: In regard to any work that was performed, we had a tenant in there - 
Data General - before we had a subdivision, and we had to construct a road to get to 
that tenant. We went to the Planning Board that was in existence at that time and 
asked them for their specifications and we constructed the road according to their 
specifications. We went to the Highway Department and told them that the road was 

in and they did make certain specifications of the Planning Board as to the road 

and they did make the observation that there were no cracks in the surfacing of 

the road, and the road after five years apparently looked very good.(end of tape) was 


We built the road according to specifications of the then Planning Board. We went to 
the Planning Board on numerous occasions and if Mr. Hoss says we persecuted him, it 
was only because we were bringing in a tenant to the town that wouldn't wait. We 
came to the Selectmen for the same reason. We said, ‘Look, we got a tenant...I['m 

a speculator...' 


selectman Bartolini: I think we can conclude this Hearing now. 


Cosmo Caterino: The road before the meeting, May 13, the road - not the ponding 
areas - will be 100% complete. As a matter of fact, by the end of next week. 


Selectman Bartolini: Very good. I would like to thank everyone for coming here. 
We will make a decision within the next - tonight. 


Cosmo Caterino: I would like to make one observation. I think it is only fair for 
me to state, long before I came into this town, I called everybody together. We 
had a meeting. I made certain pledges. I spent an enormous amount of money to 
bring the water in because I made a pledge to the Water Department. I did all of 
that. I kept my pledges. I did everything I had to do. I did bring a certain 
amount of income to the town. You must look at both sides of the ledger. You 

have some expenses. You don't have any services. We don't have any people going 
to school. We don't have any Fire Department, well, we do have the Fire Department 
if we need them, but we don't need the Police Department. We have our own security 
guards at the Data General Building and the services that are required there are 
very limited and you are collecting a fair amount of taxes. 
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Selectman Bartolini: We appreciate this, Cosmo. I am sure the Board is going to look 
at both sides of the ledger and I am sure the Town of Southboro appreciates that Data 
General is here. Also, I don't see that much difference here that can't be resolved 
between now and the town meeting. 


Selectman McAuliffe made a motion that Coslin Way, Coslin Drive and Crystal Pond 
Road be laid out and accepted as town ways in accordance with plans submitted to 
the Board of Selectmen as part of this vote. 


Motion was seconded and unanimously

Assessors Arthur K. Holmes (Chairman), Charles W. Johnson and Ralph H. 
Clark met with the Board of Selectmen to discuss the tax rate for the 
upcoming year. Acting Chairman Bartolini requested information on the 
following topics: (1) Whether or not the later towm meeting was making 
any difference at all as far as fiscal planning for the tow, (2) whether 
or not the Assessors had a firm figure for the total valuation of the town, 
and therefore could give a figure which would reflect one dollar on the 
tax rate, and (3) the Selectmen asked the Assessors why they lowered the 
tax rate for the six-month period ending June 30, 1974. 


In regard to the first question, Mr. Holmes noted that although the town 
meeting was held later in the calendar year, the fact that the fiscal year 
closed after the date of the annual town meeting, once again left the Town 
of Southborough without a. hard figure for a total income from intergovern- 
mental transfers. Therefore, once again, the tax rate could not be set 
prior to the end of the fiscal year. 


In regard to valuation, Mr. Holmes was able to say that with the valuation 
at approximately 60 million dollars, it was safe to say that for each 60 
thousand dollars appropriated at the annual town meeting, one dollar would 
have to be raised on the tax rate. 


And finally on the third issue, Mr. Holmes noted that the Assessors simply 
took the total cost to be incurred in the 6-month half fiscal year and took 
that amount as the total amount to be raised and used the assessed valuation 
to get a simple rate. No mention was made as to why the Assessors did not 
choose to keep the same tax rate as during the previous twelve-month period 
and merely tried to raise reserve cash. 


Public Bid Opening re: the installation of Traffic Control Devices at

Complainants so swore. 
Chairman Bartolini: I'll read the first one: 
May 30, 1974 


"Gentlemen: We wish to lodge a formal complaint regarding an incident 
involving two children from our street and three German Shepards on May 
29, 1974 at approximately 3:00 p.m. 


While walking up Overlook Dr. from the school bus, the children were con- 
fronted by the three dogs which were snarling and groweling at them. Accord- 
ing to the children they kept .on walking because they had been told never to 
run from a dog that was after them. One of the dogs nipped our daughter and 
another dog nipped the other child and then they did try to run from fear. 

One of the children fell down and the other ran to a nearby neighbor's house 
owned by Mrs. Doris Wingler. She went out and chased the dogs and then called 
the police. 


Neither of the children had been bitten, they only had red abrasions left 
where the dogs had nipped then. 


We are trying to maintain our objectivity about this incident and to avoid 

an over-reaction as concemed parents, however irregardless of the relative 
viciousness of the dogs or the amount of damage that was inflicted on the 
children it is imminently clear that the dogs acted in an unacceptable manner 
which is evidently in violation of the statutes pertaining to dog nuisance. 
Accordingly, we urge that the animals be restrained in compliance with the 

law so as to prevent a recurrance of such an incident or perhaps a more serious 
situation.

Gentlemen: 


On May 29, 1974, three German Shepherd dogs owned by Dr. Rona Fields, 82 
Framingham Rd. got out of their enclosure and left the owner's property. 


These dogs were seen on Overlook Drive and they did chase after some children 
(Highlin and Waite). I spoke to both families and parents and children alike 
maintain there was no provocation by the children which might make the dogs 
angry. I did not see the damage to one of the children as she was not present, 
but was told that there was no puncture or gash--only a slight abrasion.

On May 30 a hand-delivered letter went to Dr. Fields. On that same day the 
dogs were out again but apparently caused no further trouble. 


On Sunday June 2 I received a telephone call from Mr. Carl Hoss asking if I 
knew or had any report that the Fields dogs had gotten loose again on Saturday 
and had gone across to the property of Mr. and Mrs. Flynn, 88 Framingham Rd. 
and "attacked, mauled or killed" their dog (a Husky). I replied that no such 
report had been made to me. He said that he had also called the Police and 
gotten a negative answer there also. 


Shortly thereafter my wife and I went to the home of the Flynn's and found no 

one there. I spoke to Mr. Robbins, 86 Framingham Rd. and asked if he knew of 

the incident or had seen the dogs attacking any other dog. Negative reply. I 
next talked to Mr. Wolfe, 90 Framingham Rd. His wife didmow of the incident 

but did not actually see it happen. Following I spoke at length with Mr. Hoss 
and got no additional information.

"Subject: Dogs let loose by unknown party Date: 6/2/74 Time: 8:55 p.m. 


I received a call from Mariam Fields, 82 Framingham Rd. Southboro, she stated 
that she just received a call from the dog officer. He stated that on 6-1-7 
her dogs attacked another and killed same. She stated that on that morning in 
question at approx. 7:00 a.m. she heard the garage door open and close she then 
saw her dogs run out. She also stated that the dogs were only out for a few min. 
She believes that some one in the area are letting the dogs out. 


Ralph M. Evangelous" 


Chairman Bartolini: Are there any questions? No? What I'll do is as the complaints 
are all against you Dr. Fields, do you have anything to say with regard to this or do 
you want to collect your thoughts in a few minutes? 


Dr. Fields: There are some inaccuracies which I think should be corrected first. 
First of all, and these might seem minor except that in the context of everything 
that you read out, with corrections they might make a difference. First of all, the 
dogs were not returned by the Police with the exception of that Wednesday. We went 
to get the dogs. 


pm, Dr. Fields’ daughter: I brought them back. 


Dr. Fields: Yes. They weren't returned by the Police even that time. OK. They 
weren't returned by the Police at any time. 


Chairman Bartolini: It says that here. 


Dr. Fields: No. The day before as well as on the first. In every case the dogs 
have been returned by .... 


John Lundblad, Administrative Asst. to Selectmen: I was informed by those reports. 
That's why we sent that memo requesting that if they do pick up the dogs to bring 

them back to the Pound where all stray dogs should be brought to. However, the Chief 
of Police informed me that the only way he can pick up your dogs is with either your- 
self or your daughter. So that actually he doesn't pick them up, in effect he has 
caused them to be picked up by either you or your daughter. He did not bring them back. 


Dr. Fields: On the instance of the first, I believe, also, I wasn't at home when it 
happened. They returned by themselves. The other thing I would like to mention, and 
the information you gave us just now raises the question again. On Thursday, I had 
somebody cutting the grass and I didn't realize that he hadn't closed the gate behind 
him when I let the dogs out which is why I was rather surprised they were gone. The 
gate was open. However, on the other two incidents, the dogs were in the garage with 
overhead doors down. It is absolutely, totally impossible for a four footed creature 
to open those garage doors. There is no way. They are overhead garage doors. I am 
oT sure everybody else here has similar ones. The reason Miriam reported the incident of 
the first to the police was because it was clear that they couldn't have opened the 
doors and apparently somebody had. The thing that concerns me about this is that app- 
arently the person reporting the incident of the first seems to have been the only one 
to have seen it. My daughter was up in her room at the time it happened, I believe, 
and didn't see the dogs leave the garage. She ran down to the garage. The dogs were 
already gone. There is one person who saw it and that person happens to live next door 
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Dr. Fields: (cont.) and have access to our garage door. But doors can only be 
opened by a human being and then they require quite a bit of strength. I know 

that the dogs were not under restraint. However, I've kept them in the yard and saa 
under restraint myself because I don't want my dogs out. Not because they're 
vicious, they're not vicious, but because I don't want them hit by a car and I 

don't want them taken, stolen in other words. So when the dogs are in the garage 
and the doors are down I expect that they are under restraint. For a number of 
months they have been in the garage on wet or rainy days and not gotten out. All 

of a sudden last Wednesday and then again Saturday morming the dogs were out. The 
same conditions. I don't know whether we need to install a burgular alarm or what 
we need to install and I quite agree that anyone else has a right to complain about 
the dogs actions when they're out. It's not that we are letting the dogs out and 
perhaps this isn't the time to appeal for police protection or investigation as to 
what happens garage door but I think that it"s in order only because the dogs 
wouldn't have gotten out that Wednesday when your child was disturbed by them if 
they hadn't been let out. I don't know what else I can say about it. J was not 
home at the time. I had left the dogs in the garage because it was raining. Mar- 
iam came home from school, I guess at about what? 3:00. She saw the garage doors 
down and assumed that the dogs were in and it wasn't until she went to look for them 
that she discovered that they were out. Sometime between the time I left at 11:00 
in the morning and the time she came home, the doors had been opened by a human be- 
ing. It wasn't the milkman because he made a delivery before I left. We chatted 
for a bit. As far as the dogs attacking people, I don't believe that they attack 
without any provocation. I know one of them will jump up on a person. She just 
jumps. But that can be overwhelming for a child. I can understand a child being 
afraid of it. There is nothing I can say except that the dogs weren't legally re- 
strained. They were restrained by virtue of my own concem for restraining them, 
and the garage door was opened by some human process. This sort of thing happened 
to me last year and after a couple of times I locked the garage door. I complained 
to the police last year as well. Nothing was done. From now on the garage door 
will be locked when they're in there. I can't leave that unlocked anymore than the 
house can be unlocked. The only thing I want to direct to her is that she said that 
the: neighbors had access to the garage door and I wondered were they locked? I don't 
know on Wednesday how rapidly the dogs got out, how they could have gotten out so 
rapidly and whoever opened the garage doors disappeared before Miriam got down there. 
She said that she got down there as soon as she heard the garage door shut and the 
dogs were gone and she didn't even see them. On Wednesday there was apparent time 
for anyone to....the garage doors because neither of us were around. I don't know 
how long it could have taken but the physical process of opening them is impossible 
for the dogs but the process of closing it would be likewise impossible and the 
process of all three dogs getting out together. Even supposing that the dog lifted 
the garage door enough to get itself out, getting all three of them out together 
without one of them getting hit by a sliding door is something which would be incred- 
ible and it is unbelievable. The thing that puzzles me is that this is the only 
neighbor who claims to have seen it. Apparently he was out at that time. That was 
7:00 Saturday morning. If he did indeed see it and he was out at that time why he 
didn't call somebody in the house or do something else, I don't know. It seems very 
peculiar that it was reported the next day. Also the day - on Thursday - the day Il 
got the notice that was signed by Mr. Hamel, the police officer brought the notice 
to me, he commented on the fact that I had a flat tire on my car and the car was 
parked out in the driveway over at the end of the apron. The flat tire was on the 
side of the car facing away from my house. I subsequently called a garage to repair pau 
it. There was a nail--I don't know--it was the one who delivered the note. It 
might be on the assignment sheet. I called the garage to fix the tire and there 

was a nail imbedded in the tire. I don't have nails on my driveway. I had taken 
the car out to do Overlook Drive a couple of hours before to get my dog and had 

come back. The car was fine at the time and I left it in the driveway. 
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Chairman Bartolini: Mrs. Waite, will you tell what you saw..... 


Mrs. Waite: I don't think I said that in the letter that we wrote. The first time 
I knew about it was when my daughter came into the house crying. — 


Chairman Bartolini: What did your daughter tell you? 


Mrs. Waite: She told me that the dogs came to them when they were walking along 
the street and that she was messed, not bitten but was messed and she was really 
frightened so she told me what happened and she told me she went to Mrs. Wingler's 
house and then I called Mrs. Wingler and she told me that she went out and chased 
the dogs away. 


Chairman Bartolini: How many dogs were there? 
Mrs. Waite: Three. 
Chairman Bartolini: Mr. Waite, do you want to add anything? 


Mr. Waite: There was one thing you read there I didn't think, maybe it was a mis- 
print. That is, our daughter's age , she is 11 years old. I can sympathize with 
Dr. Fields’ problem about the dogs getting out and such, but it seems to me that we 
are here to establish whether or not the dogs are acting in such a way as to be a 
nuisance. I am not sure, maybe that isn't the issue. Dr. Fields seems to think 
that that can't happen and it has happened. The issue of how the dogs get out or 
not isn't the main concern to me. 


Mrs. Wingler: I would like to tell what happened. But I think I will carry myself 
back about a year or a year and a half. I have a little dog too. I keep her tied 
up in the yard and I heard the dog screeching, she was about eight months old at the 
time and I looked out the door and there were two German Shepards there and they were 
right in my back yard. My little dog was trying to yip them off and I went out to 
grab the dog and I realized the dog had a bone which I never allow her to have in the 
yard because it does attract dogs and I ran out and grabbed the bone and grabbed the 
dog very foolishly and these two dogs came after me and I got up in my back porch 
and into the house. That was it. I never made a complaint or anything. But I don't 
want these dogs in my yard. I am afraid of them. The reason I am afraid of them is 
the Waite's little girl rang the bell and I was in the kitchen. I didn't hear the 
children screeming, I was in the kitchen busy and I had my radio on. I just got into 
the den and I heard Tracy banging on the front door and ringing the bell and saying 
‘Mrs. Wingler, please, please open the door, come quick, come quick'. I opened the 
door and I can't tell you what it did to me. I saw that little boy, the Taylors' 
little boy, on the middle of the street with these three dogs over him and the dogs 
pawing him and I had all I could do to get the strength to go down that drive and I 
was yelling and screaming at the dogs and I pulled that little boy up and he had his 
head covered down on the street and I didn't know whether I was going to find him dead 
or torn to smithereens or what. It was the most frightening, God-awful experience of 
my life. She said these dogs are harmless. I will challenge her on that. I think 
they are vicious and they should be tied up and I do not want them in my yard. I 
certainly can demand that. 


Mrs. Taylor: JI didn't see it either. I was worried because my kids were late coming 
home from school. As a matter of fact, I was mad at them because I didn't know where 
they were and I heard awful, awful banging on my door. My kids came in and yelled, 

"We were attacked by dogs'....0n his clothes were smudges and tooth marks on his rubber 
poncho which is a heavy rain poncho and he had scratches on his back. Now that wasn't 
a little nip and it wasn't a little scratch on his arm or harmless. It made a hole.... 
as far as I am concerned my children were a half a mile from my house and I can't see 
them walking home from school from my house and I don't want to have to be worrying 
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Mrs. Taylor (cont. ): about them. JI can appreciate Dr. Fields problem, I had a 
ot. Bernard at one time, I had the same problem. But I got rid of the dog be- — 
cause I couldn't control it and I feel that other people would get tired of it. 
Mrs. Waite and Mrs. Wingler both have dogs and neither of them have been in my 
yard and I have never seen either of them in the streets, they are always out 
there with them. I feel that if the dogs can get out of the garage or whatever, 
they should be chained and in that case they won't get out. They won't bother 
other people. I don't mind her having them. Not at all, but I don't think my 
-children should be frightened by them or worried about them either. 


Mrs. Wingler: May I interject something? I want to ask the Judge this. That 

when I took those children into my house I was correct that these ehildren Were 1, f-hoy 
absolutely terrified and they were as pale as ghosts and I sat them in my ehitdrerr 
while I telephoned the police and then I quieted them down and I looked to see how 
badly they were hurt and I told them to go right home and tell their mother to call 
the police, each of them, as well as I had called the police, too. I was then deeply 
concerned because the dogs went down Kast Main Street and all I could see that an- 
other child would be down there and one of them would get mauled. I was deeply con- 
cermed at that time that they be taken off the streets and when Chief Mattioli came 
up to me, he told me that those dogs would attack an adult as well as a little child 
and one of the dogs had gone after him when he tried to corer them down the street. 
It is too bad that he is not here tonight. 


Dr. Fields: I think Miriam has some information that this is disputed but I think 
ooeee-t rom Mr. Hamel. 


Miriam Fields: On June first when the dogs got out as I said before I heard the 
garage doors open, it was only a couple of seconds, and when I got out there, 
there wasn't any sign of the dogs. I looked all around the house. There wasn't 
any sign of them. So I went back inside and I got dressed and the puppy was still 
in my mother's room. I went back outside and the dogs were back at the house. I 
called them and they came back in. The next day at school a girl told me that..... 
(interrupted by Dr. Fields) 

Dr. Fields: You said this was June first and the next day was Sunday. 

Miriam Fields: Well, Monday. Monday a girl told me at school that people were 
throwing rocks at them and that provokes the dogs and our male dog has abscesses 
all over him from having rocks thrown at him and our front yard as well as when 
he gets loose and the girl told Mr. Hamel that that wasn't true what she told me 
and then he just read it one of his statements that a lady was throwing rocks at 
him. 

Chairman Bartolini: Did you see the dog after? Was he treated by a vetermarian? 
Miriam Fields: Yes. 

Dr. Fields: Yes. Dr. Fraser treated him. This was on Thursday when we noticed 
the abscesses, Thursday night. We took him to the vet and the vet said that was 
from, that the abscesses were a product of having had some sharp object hit himn- 
all over. 


Chairman Bartolini: Are you telling me, I don't know, I am just asking a question? 
Does an abscess come out immediately after a stone, after a dog gets hit? 
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Dr. Fields: It can with a dog. Unfortunately, dogs are meat-eating animals and 
have inside of them all sorts of infectious bacteria and all it takes, which is why 
a dog bite really is a serious matter and I am not downgrading it because their 
mouths are just full of bacteria. And all it takes is any kind of injury to any 
of the tissues of the dog and adds excessible bacteria immediately. He had them 
all over and so he was, but Mr. Hamel said that he himself has gone by the house 
and seen people -- kids -- throwing rocks at them and running sticks along the chain- 
link fence, provoking them and he himself has told them to stop. We drove in, what 
was it, Sunday? No, it wasn't Sunday, it was since then - Monday, we drove in, we 
had been at the store, and just in time to see three preadolescents-type boys- about 
eleven, twelve or thirteen -- 

(end of tape #2) 


Dr. Fields: (cont.) ...I can appreciate that after the kind of provocation they have 
received in the time we have lived in Southborough because this didn't ever happen to 
them before in their lives, this kind of provocation that they might indeed if they 
got out and saw kids, you know, same size or something, jump. 


Mrs. Taylor: JI am not disputing the fact that when a dog is hot in the heat that 
they do get mean or whatever you want to say and they don't like children that age, 
but my children were not with Mrs. Waite's children when the report was given to the 
police. They had no time to collaborate. It was ten minutes after three and it was 
twenty minutes since they had left the school bus. When my kids ran into the house 

I can assure you they didn't stand in the street and discuss what they were going to 
say to the police and no mention was made of stones. My children said they did not 
touch the dog. They said they were walking up the street and the dogs came running 
out of the woods after them. And this is two kids both standing there and giving the 
same story to the police so I don't think this was the case. 


Dr. Fields: Miriam, at what time did Cynthia see, I am sorry, at what time would 
Deborah have seen this because she was on the bus with you? 


Miriam Fields: She was walking up, she wasn't on the bus. 

Dr. Fields: JI am sorry, explain it then. 

Miriam Fields: She was walking up Wednesday, Wednesday she was walking up to Julia 
Sykes, she was walking up Overlook Drive and she saw people throwing stones at the 
dogs to keep the dogs away. That's what she told me. She said that the kids were 
throwing rocks. She might have gotten mixed up. 


Mr. Waite: I seriously resent the implication if the implication was there. 


Mrs. Taylors The children from elementary schools don't get out until at least twenty 
Minutes.....home on that bus. 


Chairman Bartolinis Unless there is anything else we can add to this meeting, I will 
conclude it and at this time the Board will make a determination on the facts as pre- 
sented to us and act accordingly. Each of every one of you will have notice of our 
decision unless anyone wants to add anything they care to add further than what aay 
have already added. : 

2: How will we be informed? 


Chairman Bartolini: You will be informed by letter or by telephone, anyway you want. 


?: What period of time would that include? 
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Chairman Bartolini: We will try to make a decision this evening. 


Dr. Fields: In view of the fact that I was informed that this was going to be a 
meeting of discussion and not an evidencury Hearing which apparently it is, had 

I realized that I would have asked the veternarian Dr. Fraser who know these dogs 
very well to appear with me in order to make information available. I would also 
have asked Mr. Hamel to be here so that he could repeat statements he has made to 
me. I feel that I don't know if you're calling it a discussion, you implied that 
it was a hearing. I don't understand what the decision issue is. 


Chairman Bartolini: Give me the dog statute, John, I don't have it here, the 
blue book. 


Dr. Fields: Why isn't Mr. Hamel here? 


Chairman Bartolini: I have a statement from our Dog Officer and that is sufficient 
for the Board. JI didn't summon him. He works evenings and I didn't deem it nec- 
essary that he be here due to the fact that I have police reports and I got his 
report. Let me read the statute, Dr. Fields. 


Town Counsel William F. Brewin: "General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 157. Vicious 
or barking dogs. If any person shall make a complaint in writing to the selectmen 


of a town, the chief of police or a city, or the county commissioners, that any dog 
owned or harbored within his or their jurisdiction is a nuisance by reason of vicious 
disposition or excessive barking or other disturbance, or that any such dog by such 
barking or other disturbance is a source of annoyance to any sick person residing 

in the vicinity, such selectmen, chief of police or county commissioners shall in- rearar 
vestigate or cause to be investigated such complaint" (which the police did and the 

dog officer did) "including an examination on oath of the complainant, and may make 
such order concerning the restraint or disposal of such dog as may be deemed nec- 
essary." 


so that the fact that you were asked to come here was a courtesy extended by the 


Board of Selectmen who are the Administrators....discussing with the complainants 
in writing....so that there is no hearing. It is just an investigation of the 
facts. 


Dr. Fields: In the event that you call it an investigation, can I still request 

that in determining the nature of these dogs which I think is part of what you are 
considering is in terms of making some decision? I would like to request that you 

do consult the vetermarian. He knows the dogs well and that you consult with Mr. 

Hamel in regard to his recommendation because he also knows the dogs to be not vicious. 


Chairman Bartolini: Let me ask you this. Not that I don't want to give everybody 
their just due, but I don't want the Board to get involved in a two or three weeks‘ 
meeting to make an investigation. Could you tell me what could Dr. Fraser add to 
this testimony. 


Dr. Fields: Well I think what he would add is from his knowledge of these dogs 

that they are not vicious and they are not dogs that are in fact dangerous dogs 

and that they don't react or over-react and are unlikely to unless provoked and 

I think that what Mr. Hamel could add and what he pointed out to me and I think — 
it is very important is that a climate of fear has been created in this town about 

these dogs so that no matter what other large dog comes into anyone's yard there 

is not over-reacting as they are to mine, that when a person reacts in fear to a 

dog, and Mr. Hamel described it vividly, something I know you all do too, they put 

out a fear scent, some of this over-reaction including the notion that some people 
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Dr. Fields: (cont.) have that they can throw rocks into the yard at the dogs, 

you know, without having to fear any reprisal including the idea that as soon 

as my dogs are loose that there is going to be madness and mayhem whereas every 
Other dog in town wanders loose, you know, without this kind of fear being aroused. 
I think that is a very important issue. 


Chairman Bartolini: How often does Dr. Fraser see the dogs. 
Dr. Fields: Well, he has treated one of them for the abscesses. 


Chairman Bartolini: No, I mean, other than medically, how involved does he see 
them three or four times a week? Does he see them just for medication? 


Dr. Fields: He probably see one or the other at least once a month. At least once 
a month, one or another of them. I've got a running bill with hin. 


Chairman Bartolini: What I'm trying to do to associate his bearing on the subject 
matter right now. 


Dr. Fields: He is an expert on dogs as a vetermnarian....as well as Mr. Hamel has 
been an expert in his position in regard’ to the dogs as well. 


Chairman Bartolini: I have Mr. Hamel's report. 


Mrs. Wingler: My first experience with the dogs, which as I said was over a year 
ago, I had never encountered anything like that. It was shortly after I had got 

my own dog. Il was afraid, I was petrified when I got my dog and everything be- 

cause those dogs came right up:on my porch after my dog. I was frightened and I 

am not frightened of dogs. May I say something else. I have a dog too and I love 
that dog dearly. I love it almost as much as I love a child but I love children more. 
And if anyone at any time came to me with one complaint of the slightest chance that 
my dog would do any damage to a human being, I would get rid of that dog so fast as 
much as I love it. I would never jeopardize a child in any way because of an animal. 


Mrs. Taylor: I just want to ask a question and that is, if I owned a dog and my 
dog bit someone, is a statement taken immediately or does it depend on the person 
who is the bitee?

The Selectmen met with Charles Johnson, Chairman of the Board of Assessors 
who announced the tax rate for fiscal 1974-75. The Assessors computation 
of the tax rate has been approved by the Division of Accounts and the De- 


partment of Corporation and Taxation. The rate has been set at $46 per 


$1,000 assessed value for all real and personal property in the Town of 
southborough. 


The Selectmen met with the Town Hall Renovation Committee. Judy Swart- 

wood, Chairwoman was present as well as the following members: Betty 

Davis, John McCarthy, Edward Lambert and Arnold C. Cross. Jack Mahoney, 
representative from the Advisory Committee was also present. At this time, 
Town Counsel Brewin was also present. The primary issue discussed was the 
contract between the Town of Southborough and the consulting firm of A. & 

H. Browning. The Selectmen and the Town Counsel raised the following issues: 


They were primarily concerned that (1) The Brownings were not tied to the 
total project, (2) they felt that the construction phase is critical for 
the project and (3) that the architect should remain for the entire pro- 
ject. The Committee, Selectmen, Advisory Committee and Town Counsel agreed, 
after a lengthy discussion that the Brownings should be tied to the total 
project, however the Town should be protected from paying the entire fee 

if the Annual Town Meeting did not duly appropriate additional funds for 
the construction phase of the project. The Town Hall Renovation Committee 
and Town Counsel are to draft a revised contract for A. & H. Browning. 


The Board of Selectmen met with Mr. Angelo Baltas, d/b/a Southborough 
House of Pizza, Inc., Mr. Richard DeAngelis, Mr. Baltas's Attomey, Mr. 


Gerald Lamy, owner of the property where Southborough House of Pizza is 


located, Mr. Bernard Meyer, Planning Board member. Mr. DeAngelis presented 
the Selectmen with a Site Plan for the Southborough House of Pizza. The 
site Plan included parking, drainage, sewerage for the entire Lamy block 
and was accepted by the Board of Selectmen as submitted. However, the Sel- 
ectmen chose not to force Mr. Lamy and Mr. Baltas to create all the parking 
spaces noted on the plan. Namely, the Selectmen and the Planning Board were 
of the unanimous opinion that the additional parking on Lamy property abut- 
ting Kast Main St. would not be requested at this time. Mr. DeAngelis then 
went on to request the hours of 10:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m. be allowed for the 
Southborough House of Pizza. That request was GRANTED. The Selectmen in- 
structed the Administrative Assistant, John A. Lundblad to issue a permanent 
common victualers license to the Southborough House of Pizza and instructed 
the Building Inspector to issue a permanent occupancy permit by a unanimous 
VOTE. the Board VOTED unanimously to accept the revised Site Plan as sub- 
mitted on August 20, 1974. 


The Board of Selectmen held a pole hearing for new service on Lovers Lane 

in the vicinity of Lynbrook Road. Present: Mr. Philip Jacobs, only abutting 
landowner, Mr. Gerald Lamy, owner of the progerty for which the electrical 
service and telephone service was being brought in, Mr. Wesley Wallace, New 
England Telephone Company representative. No representative of Massachusetts 
Hlectric was present. The Board of Selectmen, after reviewing the request 
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for bringing utility service on Lovers Lane REFUSED the petition. 
The Selectmen instructed the Administrative Assistant to send a 
letter to Mr. Wallace requesting the telephone company to study 
the feasibility of putting telephone utilities underground in this 
area. Same letter will be sent to Mr. Robert L. McCabe of Mass- 
achusetts Electric, Marlboro Division. This was a unanimous VOTE 
of the Board. 


The Selectmen then considered the request for a Class I license from Davco, Inc., 
Ray B. Davis, Vice President, applying for the license at 61 Breakneck Hill Rd. 

The Selectmen took that license request under advisement. The Selectmen instructed 
the Administrative Assistant to research this matter.

the unsafe condition of the former Cordaville Woolen Mills on River Street in the 
Cordaville section of Town.

8:00 p.m. Present: Chairman Louis J. Bartolini, Selectmen Thomas W. McAuliffe and 
William L. Zolli, Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad, 
members of the press, a League of Women Voters representative, 
Town Counsel William L. Brewin and one citizen. 


This meeting began at 8:00 p.m. since the Massachusetts Primary Election was still 
going on until this time. 


8:00 pam. Deputy Sheriff Kenneth Mallett, Town Clerk Paul J. Berry witnessed the 
drawing of two jurors for Traverse Jury, Superior Court, October. Jurors 
selected were: John H. Maley, Jr., 8 Winchester Street and Donald G. 
Hamelin, 193 Main Street. 


8:03 p.m. Board of Selectmen met with the ad hoc Committee to Study the Feasibility 

of the Historic District for the Town of Southborough. Members present 

were: Lois H. McCarthy, P. Brent Triottier, Frederick J. Quinn, and Vir- 

ginia Hulehan. Mrs. McCarthy presented a proposal to the Board of Selectmen 
which the Historical Commission is about to submit to the National Park Ser- 
vice. The Historic Register Program does not place in fact, the same re- 
strictions as the Historic District Program and offers a number of benefits. 
The Selectmen took this proposal under advisement and reported to the Committee 
that this proposal would be brought out at the Around-the-Town Meetings 

during the month of October. 


The second matter of business concerned the creation of new historic districts. 
Mr. Quinn proposed the following districts be studied by a Historic District 
Study Commission to be appointed by the Selectmen: (1) the Willow Brook 
Farm, 1680 Farm which has the full support of Mr. Arthur St. Maurice, the 
owner of this property; (2) the mill housing along Southville Road near the 
corner of Woodbury Road and the government; and (3) nonprofit buildings 
Surrounding the common in the Center of Town. Mr. Quinn noted that there 
were numerous mistakes in the last attempt to create a Historic District in 
the Town of Southborough and that any future committee would obviously learn 
from these mistakes. According to Mr. Quinn and Mrs. McCarthy, any Historic 
District Study Committee should not bring a district before the town meeting 
unless all taxpayers involved approve of the concept and fully support it. 
The Selectmen took the proposal under advisement and informed the committee 
that they would have a decision by September 17, 1974. 


8:30 p.m. Highway Superintendent John W. Boland met with the Selectmen, Town Counsel 
William Brewin and Administrative Assistant Lundblad. Mr. Boland prepared 
specifications for the demolition for the so-called Cordaville Mill build- 
ings, 15 River St., Southborough. The Selectmen accepted the survey of the 
property done by Messrs. Boland, Brock and Lambert and upon reviewing these 
documents in consulting with Mr. Boland, the Selectmen

resenting Mr. Joseph Izor, Snowfighters, Inc., from Edgar Phaneuf, Jr. inform- 
ing him that his properties are still unsecured, not safe, or not removed and, 
therefore, that under the provisions of Chapter 143 of the General Laws, he is 
being ordered once again to make them safe, make them secure or remove them or 
face the possibility that the Building Inspector will go onto said property and 
may order the buildings demolished. Copy of this letter is to go to John Wiggin 
of Newton-Waltham Bank, Waltham. | 


Letter is to go to Mr. Anthony Galluccio, General Counsel, State Department of 
Labor and Industries requesting exemption from bidding laws for the State of En- 
ergency. In addition, a request will be made to furnish hourly wage rates for 
the demolition contractors. 


Town Accountant Baker and Town Treasurer Papazian are to be notified of the vote 
declaring a state of emergency for the purpose of removing the buildings at 15 
River Street (old Cordaville Mills). 


Board of Selectmen then instructed Highway Superintendent Boland to send out spec- 
ifications, as approved by the Selectmen to at least fifteen demolition contractors 
in the region. The opening date for said bids shall be Tuesday, September 17, 1974 
at 8:00 p.m. 


9:00 p.m. Selectmen met with Mr. Edmond LaRose and Mr. Arthur Holmes of Oak Hill 
Road regarding the public health hazard on Oak Hill Road caused by the 
alleged blockage of a drainage culvert on the property of Mr. Campbell. 
Mr. Holmes and Mr. LaRose were requesting the Selectmen to take emer- 
gency action similar to that action taken at the Cordaville Mills which 
was designed to alleviate a public safety hazard whereas on Oak Hill Road 
they feel that this is a public health hazard which must be alleviated in 
a& similar fashion. The Selectmen informed Messrs. LaRose and Holmes that 
the problems experienced in the Cordaville Mills come under the juris- 
diction of public safety and therefore the Selectmen, while the problems 
in regard to Oak Hill Road are more directly a result in public health 
and therefore under the purview of the Board of Health. 


9:30 p.m. Board of Selectmen met with New England Telephone Right of Way Agent, 
Wesley Wallace with regard to a permit to lay and maintain underground 
conduit and manholes with wires and cables under the surface of the © 
following public ways: 


Latisquama Road - from existing Telephone Pole 21 which is approx- 
imately 584 feet north of White Bagley Road, south- 
erly on and along the westerly side of the traveled 
way for approximately 584 feet of buried cable. 
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White Bagley Road - from the junction of Latisquama Road south- 
erly on and along the westerly side of the 
road to Pedestal #2 for approximately 1,008 
feet of buried cable and two pedestals. 


Also present were John Boland, Highway Superintendent; William Binder, Water Super- 
intendent; Julia Murphy, Water Department clerk and representing the Board of Water 
Commissioners were Messrs: Hosmer and Barber. Mr. Wallace requested that the Board 
of Selectmen grant a valid permit for the already installed buried cable along White 
Bagley and Latisquama Roads since the permit rests with a technical failure on the 
part of the office of the Board of Selectmen. After much discussion, the Board of 
Selectmen and the Town Counsel and Mr. Wallace agreed that any further buried cable 
would be more closely monitored.

The Selectmen then discussed Chapter 90 funding with Mr. Boland in regard to the final 
timetable for the Main Street reconstruction work. Next, the Selectmen discussed with 
Mr. Boland the preliminary plans for the Transfer Station. Mr. Boland received three 
sets of those plans for review. One was given to the Board of Selectmen for their re- 
View and comment and distributed one to the other members of the committee. Mr. 

Boland further noted that the site plan included in these preliminary plans would allow 
the Town Counsel to draw up basic request of Commonwealth Gas Company in the very near 
future at which time Messrs. Lundblad and Brewin would contact Commonwealth Gas and 
negotiate for the transfer of the ownership of that parcel of land. The Selectmen 
scheduled a one-hour meeting on September 17 from 8:30 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. with the Trans- 
fer Station Committee to discuss the specifications to get the project to bid as soon 
as possible. | 


Selectmen instructed the Administrative Assistant to contact the owmers of Mama Marie's 
Restaurant to inform them to cease using the parking lot on the southerly side of South- 
ville Road until all terms and conditions of their Zoning Board of Appeals Variance 
(dated 2/5/74) have been met.

For the aforesaid distance of approx. 185 ft., a single 
copper weld messenger and a single phase conductor will 
be run to the transformer to serve the new house of Mr. 
Lamy, a telephone cable will also be installed. (Plan No. 
961536 dated 7/24/74). 
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Reasons to provide service for the new home of Gerald Lamy. 


Mr. McCabe gave a presentation as to the need for overhead wires for Mr. and Mrs. 
Lamy"s house. He cited problems with burying the cables in the ground such as the 
width of the road, the need to go below the frost line, the jeopardy that this would 
cause to the root systems of the trees along the side of the road. 


Mr. McCabe, Mr. “allace and the Mass. Electric Tree Surgeon all concurred that the 
safest, and most environmentally sound approach would be to have overhead wires. The 
Selectmen were assured that only one electric and one teleplione cable would be strung 
along the length of Lovers Lane should permit be issued, that the Mass. Electric cable 
would be of the Hendrix Cable variety which would stand the shock of major limbs dropping 
during ice or wind storms. Mr. McCabe further responded to questions of Chairman 
Bartolini in regard to htoexing up with KV cables to Flagg Road to provide another loop 
through the town. Mr. McCabe denied that this was either the intent or the desire of 
Mass. Electric Co. and that this is merely designed to serve one customer and that any 
additional service to any additional customers and/or any additional poles would have 
to come before the Board of Selectmen at a public hearing. Mr.McCabe further noted 
that these were not heavy duty poles for large KV cables but standard poles with heavy 
duty cable for local service,Mr. Arthur J. St. Maurice spoke in favor of the above- 
ground technique citing that the width of the road was such that with drainage and with 
town water beneath the road, it would be impossible, or at the very least, impractical 
to bury these cables and expect no disruption. Mr. Philip Jacobs, the only abutter, 
spoke in regard to the Yelectmen's concern that heavy development in this area would 
require more power, more cables to further disrupt the rural nature of the road. Mr. 
Jacobs unequivocably denied that any further development will take place on this 
property as long as he is alive and owning the property. He claims he has no intent of 
selling any further property. In this case, it was only one small parcel of land to a 
close friend. The Selectmen closed the hearing at 8:25 p.m. taking the petition under 
consideration.. 


8:25 p.m. At this time the Selectmen also received a request for a pole location from 
NET and Mass. Elec. Co. on 


Lynbrook Road - to relocate from a point which is approximately 11 feet 
northeast of Lovers Lane northeasterly 8 feet. (Plan No. 961536 dated 10/31/74. 


VOTED unanimously to approve the NET and Mass. Electric Co. request for location of 
five poles along Lovers Lane to provide power to the home of Gerald Lamy et ux. 
The one electric .336 MCM Phase I-O copper messenger strand using a single 
phase spacer cable with most of the wires hanging out over the road and over 
the center of the road to minimize cutting. 


The Board of Selectmen also 


VOTED « to approve the request for a change of location of one pole at the inter- 
Section of Lovers Lane and Lynbrook Road which did not require a public hearing

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8:30 p.m. The Board of Selectmen opened the Hearing in regard to complaints 
| received by the Board of Selectmen from the Dog Officer and from 
two citizens in regard to a female German Shepherd owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert J. Durran, 13 Oregon Road. An agree ment reached with the 
Durran's at an earlier date was announced whereby the Durran dog would 
be ordered to leave the Town of Southborough and never to retumm.

8:45 p.m. The Board of Selectmen met with the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Water Superintendent William Binder, Acting Secretary Linda 
Stirling, Highway Superintendent and John W. Boland. Water Comm- 
issioner Henry Valcour made a presentation to the Board of Selectmen 
requesting their advice regarding the repaving of White Bagley 
Road. The Commissioners, through a Warrant Article in the last 
annual town meeting, placed a water main along White Bagley Road 
to connect up with a Route 9 crossover, and by doing most of the 
work themselves, this saved the town approximately $12,000 on the 
Warrant Article. At this time the Water Commissioners request the 
advice of the Board of Selectmen as to the repaving of that ditch 
along White Bagley Road. At the recommendation of the Highway Supt, 
it was decided that the Highway and Water Departments would cold 
patch the trench for the winter and that in the Spring White Bagley 
Road would be resurffaced. It was the feeling of the joint Boards 
and Superintendents that this close cooperation would lead to a 
greatest possible saving to the Town of Southborough without 
resulting in any hazardous or dangerous conditions along White 
Bagley Road during the winter. Furthermore, the Board of Selectmen 
received a recommendation from the Highway Supt. That a policy in 
regard to the opening of roads be established whereby developers- 
whether utilities or town or private developers would be forced to 

' cold patch for one winter and then repave the entire roadway in 
the following year. That policy recommendation was favorably 
received by the Yelectmen but taken under advisement for further 
research. 


9:00 p.m. Meeting with the Board of Trustees of the Southborough Library, 
Present were: James A. Higgiston (Chairman), Henry W. Welch, Jr., 
Natalie J. tantony and Beulah T. Callaghan. The Board of Selectmen 
received a request from Mr. Higgiston that B. Helen Curtis, 4 Sears

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in May 1975. A roll call VOTE was held and B. Helen Curtis was 
unanimously elected to fill the vacancy caused by Mrs. Bradley's 
resignation.

9:15 p.m. Board of Selectmen met with Pierson F. Melcher, “eadmaster of The 
Southborough School. This is a continuance of a Hearing held 
10/8/74 at 8:00 p.m. Mr. Melcher delivered to the Board of 
Selectmen a compromise solution for the storage of heating oil 
on the grounds of The Southborough School. Also present at this 
meeting were: Abutters to The Southborough School property - 

Mr. Cary Merrill, 51 Sears Road, and Mr. Francis E. Perkins, Jr., 
65 Sears Road. Mr. Perkins expressed his pleasure with the comp- 
romise expressed by Mr. Melcher whereby a minimal amount of blasting 
at all would be done, it would be for outcropping and not for major 
ledge. Mr. Perkins went on to say that he would request that the 
Selectmen or their agents keep a close watch on this project and 
that if any blasting is necessary that it be closely monitored by 
the Fire Chief. The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen assured Mr. 
Perkins that this is standard operating procedure for the Town of 
Southborough and, therefore, since no further objections were 
received, the Board of Selectmen unanimously 


VOTED : to grant to the Southborough School, 60 Sears Road (nearest cross 
street: Main Street) a License to store No. 2 fuel aboveground: 
2,000 gallons and underground 15,000 gallons.

Louise Barber (Chairwoman), Mrs. Jeanne M. Duggan, Messrs. John 
R. Mahoney, Russell B. Millholland and Stanley Wright from the 
Advisory Committee. 


After a short presentation and a question and answer period, the 
Board of Selectmen and the advisory committee agreed to take Mr. 
Walter's proposal under advisement and that by December 3, the 
Board of Selectmen would be offered a rough scope of services 
statement and by mid-December Mr. Walter and his staff would 
request a re-hearing with the Board of Selectmen and the Advisory 
Committee to discuss that proposal and to discuss the cost of 
funding. It is estimated that the town's share of such a study 
would be between $2,000 and $3,000. 
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It was the recommendation of Mr. Walter that the town go after the 
higher sum of money just in case it is needed for the study. 


10:20 p.m. The Board of Selectmen met with the Advisory Committee in regard 
to the unleaded gasoline problem caused by the anticipated 
presentation of two 1975 police cruisers station wagons. The 
Board of Selectmen and the advisory Committee, after much discussion, 
agreed that one 10,000 gallon tank for unleaded petroleum would be 
needed by the town and needed within 90 days and that the best 
method for funding this project would be to declare a state of 
emergency, for the certification by the Bureau of Accounts Director 
Gordon McGill. The Selectmen instructed the Administrative Assistant 
to make inquiry to Mr. McGill or his staff in regard to this emergency

per cent on certain items, (3) the Selectmen were informed that even 
with competitive bidding that they should keep an eye toward good 
service and that service should be considered with equal importance 
to cost since in the insurance business it is possible to buy from 
companies directly but then service normally given by agencies is 
not received, (4) the Insurance Committee felt that insurance 
companies should not provide valuation figures from which the town 
basis insurance coverage, but rather this should be done by outside 
independent firms. (5) the committee recommended that a fund be set 
up for deductibles whereby the town could increase its deductible 
coverage to tdke advantage of both the market and the town's 
excellent record in regard to fire and collision damage, (6) the 
committee recommended that checks be made payable to the vendor re 
_ repairing or replacing town equipment instead of payable to the town 
and then coming out of the budget of the department involved, 
(7) finally, the Insurance Committee recommended that a committee be 
created on an ad hoc basis and utilized from time to time to revise = 
the specifications of bidding and to review the bids with the Board } | 
of Selectmen in order to insure that proper bidding and proper | 
awarding of sealed bids. The Insurance Committee at the request of 
Acting Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe (Chairman Bartolini was attending 
an Executive Session which began at 9:20 p.m. with the Town Hall

Street in Northborough (Telephone No. 393-3055) and that the 
Mosquito District has begun a three-year program during which time 
it would hope that 90% of the mosquito problem would be controlled. 
Dr. Smith warned that it will never totally eliminate mosquito 
problems but with the source reduction program, which is the primary 
program of this agency, there would be a significant reduction in 
the mosquito population. Dr. Smith went on further to explain the 
funding difficulties which the District has encountered and that 
although a sum of $3,887.92 was drawn down from the Town of 
Southborough via Cherry Sheet financing.
